’ The Harvest 


Another week of dry weather 
has enabled cutting to be pro- 
ceeded with, and within a few 
days it should be mostly over, 
which will bring the harvest to 
the beginning of October, which 
is much later than usual, and is 
accounted for by the lack of sun- 
shine and exccssive moisture dur- 
ing the summer months, The 
lateness of the harvest has had its 
effect on the crops, as some of 
them which were behind have 
been touched by frost. Those 
crops, however, which were rip- 
ened betore the frost will givea 
ver, heavy yield, so that taking 
everything into considefation the 
year 1911 should make a good 
average when it is all figured up. 

One of the finest fields of oats 
in the country is to be seen at 
Mr. Johnston's next to the Strath- 
more Demonstration Farm. Three 
quarters of an acre ot it have been 
taken by the CPR. for exhibition 
purposes, and are at present be- 
ing properly dried out before 
packing at the sales office. These 
oats will be sent to the company’s 
agents, both in the States and in 
Britain, and there is no doubt 
that they will be potent factors in 
indncing immigration, The stalk 
is about 5% feet high, while the 
oats when threshed -are expected 
to go 100 bushels to the acre. 

The snow fall last week, though 
it only took about one day to dis- 
appear when the sun came out, 
has had the effect of making 


some crops more difficult to cut.

In an interview with one of 
our local dealers | am given to un- 
derstand that ii the townpeople will 
order early, i.e., at once, the dealers 
will be able to meet the demand from 
the two or three sma! mines not af- 
tected by the strike, but that thi.

the cold season. 1 think Strathmore 
is fortunate in this respect, and we 
Ought to take advantage of the facil-

Some Have X-Ray Eyes That Look 
Through Objects. 

A year or two ago doctors in Eng- 
land were much puzzled over a six- 
oo" boy named Arthur Keene, 
iving with his parents at Penarth, 
Glamorgan. Young Arthur had lived 
on milk since his birth, not a par- 
ticle of solid food being taken. At 
six years of age he was finally de- 
and his diet 
per week consisted of thirty pints of 
milk mixed with sugar and a little 
water. 

When Lionel Brett, a young boy of 
Massachusetts, was a baby in arms, 
says Tit-Bits, his mother noticed that 
there was something peculiar about 
the eyes, and fearing that he was in 
danger of going blind, she had him 
examined by several occulists. These 
gentlemen discovered that the child 
was possessed of a most wonderful 


pair of eyes his sight penetrating 
substances in the same fashion as the 
X-rays. 


Dr. Ferroul, of Narbonne, and Dr. 
Grasset of Montpelier some years back 
examined a young girl of Narbonne 
and she was found to possess eyes 
similar to those of Lionel Brett. Ex- 
periments proved that she could see 


| through opaque bodies as clearly and 


penetratingly as her eyes generated 
Rontgen rays.

Russian Excavations at Olbia, 

The site of the ancient Greek colon 
ial City of Olbia is on the southern 
bank of the Bug and is partially cover.

Renewed excavations are 
now proceeding under the supervision 
of Prof. Parmakovsky of the Imperial 
Archaeological Society. During the 
last fortnight many interesting finds 
have been made in the old city ne- 
cropolis of terra cotta statuettes and 
masks, and personal ornaments in gold 
and silver, rings, beads, necklaces, 
ear pendants, bracelets, ete. The 
most valuable objects, however, is @ 
second Eros in bronz+, of superb work- 
manship and artistic merit, standing 
about fifteen inches with its small pe- 
destal. The greater and more valuable 
results of the researches desultorily 
made during the sit few sears are 
row in the Hermitage Museum at St 
Petersburg. Olbia was originally 
founded by a Greek colony from Mile- 
tus, and became about 600 B. C., the 
greatest civilized and trading centre 
in southern Scythia.

BALFOUR’S MEMORY. 


j tt Frequently Plays Him a Mean 
Trick While, Speaking. 
| Mr. Balfour, who has completed his 
| sixty-third year, is frequently the vic- 
| tim of absent-mindedness. Once in 
a speech he referred to the late Sir 
|Henry Campbell-Bannerman as Sir 
| Henry Bannerman, Sir Charles Ban- 
‘nerman, and Mr. Bannerman. Not 
|very long ago he spoke of Lord 
Northampton as Sir Henry Fowler and 
Sir William Fowler. There was an- 
other entertaining instance some time 
back at a Primrose League demonstra- 
/tion at the Albert Hall. ‘Where do 
|I sit?’ asked Mr. Balfour, with a 
bland note of inquiry. A surprised 
official pointed to the chair. Mr. Bal- 
four, seemingly, had totally forgotten 
that he was to preside over the meet- 


ing. 

| Fie right hon. gentleman was born 
in Scotland, eldest son of the late 
Mr. James Maitland Balfour, of Whit- 
tinghame, who married Lady Blanche 
Cecil, sister of tie late Marquis of 
Salisburg. Educated at Eton and at 
Trinity College, Cambridge, Mr. Bal- 
four entered the House of Commons 
in 1874 as M.P. for Hertford; from 
1885 to 1906 he sat for East Man- 
chester, and siriee then he has beeu 
one of the representatives of the City 
of London. 

For a few years he acted as private 
secretary to his uncle at the Foreign 
Office, and accompanied the mission 
of Lord Beaconstie.d and Lord Salis- 
bury to Berlin in 1878. His admin- 
istrative experience commenced in 
1885 as President of the Local Gov- 
ernment Board, and he was Cuaief 
Secretary for Ireland from 1887 to 
1891, when, on vhe death of Mr. 
W. H. Smith, he became First Lord 
of the Treasury and Leader of the 
House of Commons. 

On Lord Salisbury’s retirement in 
July, 1902, Mr. Balfour succeeded him 
as Prime Minister, in which post he 
continued until the Liberals regained 
power, in 1906. 

The right hon. gentleman is Chan- 
Edinburgh University, an 
Elder Brother of ‘Trinity House, and 
Grand Master of the Primrose League. 
He has been president of the British 
| Association, and Lord Rector of Glas- 
gow and 8t. Andrew's Universities. 

Mr. Balfour is a very astute man 
of business, and a wealthy one with- 
al. He has investments in real estate 
in many unlikely places, including 
New Zealand. H.s fortune originated 
with his paternal grandfather, James 
Balfour, an Indian civ] servant, who 
afterwards made $1,500,000 out of con- 
tracts for supplying the Indian navy 
with provisions. 


No More Sea-Sickness. 


The new Cunard liner Lakonia, 
which was launched recently on the 
Tyne, England, will be unique in the 
possession of an invention for which 
‘is claimed the remarkable virtue that 
it will practically do away with the 
seasickness. The vessel will be fitted 
with a large tank occupying the bot- 
tom and sides amidships, and it will 
be possible by means of a regulator, 
to counteract the effect produced by 
the consumption of coal, stores, etc. 
The water tank, which is divided into 
compartments, is covered with air- 
tanks, and at the bottom are = spe- 
cially constructed water passages 
The tanks are partially filled with 
water, and the motion of the ship 
is checked by a contrary movement of 
the water from one side to the other 
through the passages. To provide 


for changes in the movement of the | 


vessel the water which is always un- 
der perfect control, can be regulated 
to suit circumstances. One or two of 
the compartments can be utilized as 
required by opening or closing the 
valves which are atfixed to the air 
tanks, and by completely closing the 
valves the passage of air from the 
side of the ship to the other is pre- 
vented. In this way the water in the 
tanks may be thereby keeping the 
vessel from rolling. The Lokonia will 
not only be the first Atlantic liner to 
be fitted with the anti-rolling tanks, 
but also the first British ship to be 
so equipped. 


New Home for Roman Boat. 


The delicate operation of removing 
the Roman boat which was found in 
the bed of the Thames on the site 
of the new London County Hall to 

| the orangery in Kensington Palac+ 
Gardens was completed recently with- 
out misadventure. 

The boat was found embedded deep 
down in the substratum of the river 
bed during excavations last year, and 
since it has been exposed to the air 
the beams have hardened, cracked, 
{and shrunk. The whole structure is 
so brittle that it was necessary to 
build a frame completely round it, 
The keel had to be enclosed in a@ box, 
as otherwise it would probably have 
dropped out altogether. 

When the timbers came to be mov- 
ed a quantity of bones were found in 
a very decayed and brittle condition, 
These have been enclosed in wire 
netti.g, and included the rib of a 
man and other human remains and 
also the jaw of a dog.

Let us take the famous star Are- 


turus, often called the “star of Job” 


because in the Old Testament the 


| Almighty is represented as saying to 


the unfortunate patriarch, who main- 
tains a certain dignity in spite of bis 
helplessness and his sufferings, “Canst 
thou call forth Arcturus and his sons?” 

Many conflicting measures of the 
parallax of Arcturus bave been made, 
but the latest made at Yale seem more 
probably correct than their predeces- 
sors. They fix the parallax at 0.066 
seconds—l, e., sixty-six one-thousandth 
of a second of arc, From this it is 
easy to calculate the distance of the 
star. It comes out at nearly 200,000,- 
000,000,000 miles (two bundred and 
ninety trillion miles), 
than 3,000,000 times the distance of 
the earth from the sun. 

Having this distance, we can calcu- 
late the actual amount of light shed by 
Arcturus, or, in other words, its ac- 
tual brightness as compared with that | 
of our sun, on the supposition that | 
both were at the same distance from 
us. We thus fiud that Arcturus ex- 
ceeds the sun as a light giver about 
2,500 times! It is a sun 2,500 times 
brighter than ours. 

Put the earth as near to Arcturus 


off by a blast of inconceivable beat. 
The summer temperature would rise 
to tens of thousands of degrees. The | 
oceans would boll away. Vegetation 
would be burned up in a twinkling. 
The eyes of living beings would char 
in their sockets. The plains and 
mountains would burst into flame. 
Minerals would run in molten streams. 
There would be no comfort for a liv- 
ing world nearer to Arcturus than 
about 4,000,000,000 miles, If he has | 
planets he must keep them at a re 
spectful distance. And yet nearly | 
300,000,000,000,000 miles from him we 
can look into his blazing eye and see 
only a bright star.

Approaching. 


If everything goes according to 


schedule, October should see this 
district in the heat of another elec- 
tion, that of a member to the pro- 
vincial legislature. When the late 
member, Mr. A. J. McArthur, died 
several months ago, Premier Sif- 
ton was away at the cornonation, 
and it was telt that there was no 
immediate necessity for filling up 


the vacancy, as the house would 
not meet until November. «© Now 
there are three other vacancies, 


caused by the elevation of Messrs. 
Bennett, Buchanan and Warnock 
tothe Dominion House, and the 
election for these will probably take 
place next month, 


The termof the present govern- 
ment expires next year, and the 
members elected in these’ four 


seats will only hold them for a com- 
parative short time, It is under- 
that the intention was to 
bring off a general provincial elec- 
tion tollowing the Dominion election 
but the unfavorable result of that 
election, from the Liberal standpoint 
somewhat altered the position of af- 
fairs, and Premier Sifton, it is stat- 
ed has determined not to hold a 
general election til! he has to.

FRENCH WARSHIP BLOWN UP 
360 Perish When Ship is Blown Up 
By the Explosion of Her 
Magazines 
Toulon, France.—Fire broke out in 
the ammunition hold of the battleship 
Liberte, counted one of the finest ves- 
sels in France’s navy, and the ex- 
plosion which followed wrecked a 
gteut ship and killed more than half 

of a crew of 793 officers and men. 

At first the fire did not appear to be 
serfous, but gained a great advantage 
over a squad of sailors sent in to ex- 


tinguish it and suddenly without 
warning it reeched the magazine, 
which had not been flooded on ac- 


count of the apparently trifling nature 
of the blaze. The force of the explos- 
ions was terrific. They shook the ves? 
sel fore and aft, each one seemingly 


up great fissures in the armor and 
framework of the vessel. | 

The vessel immediately became a) 
mass of fire and smoKe and soon, al- 
most demolished by the terrific de- 
tonations, sank to the bottom of Tou- 
lon harbor. 

At an early hour the official esti- 
mate of the number of dead ran as 
high as 500. Estimates of naval men 
varied widely, but there was no doubt 
that the loss of life was more than 
300, Scores of seamen died in their 
berths. A few dozen saved themselves 
by jumping overboard. Many of those 
injured leaped into the water and 
were drowned before boats from other 
ships in the roadstead could reach 
them. 

Two hundred of the crew escaped 
death, owing to the fact that they 
were on shore on leave. 


SIR R. HART DEAD 


Britisher Who Introduced Many Re- 
forms Into China 

London.—Sir Robert Hart, director- 
general of customs in China from 1901 
to 1908, and inspector-general — since 
1863, died recently. Sir Robert had 
been living in England since his re- 
tirement from the Chinese service be- 
cause of ill health. 

Sir Robert Hart, who was an Irish- 
man by birth, had been in the Chin- 
ese maritime custom service — since 
1859. He was born in 1835. He was 
the most potent link between China 
He created its 
customs service; he gave China a 
comprehensive tariff; and was behind 
practically every commercial treaty 
that China made prior to 1908, when| 


secretary to the commission of allies 
which met in Canton in 1858, He en- 
tered the Chinese customs service as 


After being advanced to the post of in- 
spector-general of customs in 1863, he 
re-organized the service on modern 
lines. 

Chinese and Malay pirates at that 
time made Chinese waters unsafe to 
Hart equipped a_ large 
fleet of steamers to hunt the pirates 
down, He established lighthouses, 
and, later, a postal service. In recog- 
nition of his innumerable services, he 
received the greatest honors in the 
giit of the Chinese government.

France and England consider that 
the kaiser is not entitled to any con- 
cessions whatever, Partly from finan- 
cial considerations and partly because 
of its navy is in no condition to be 
matched against England, Germany 
could go to no extremes. England to 
be sure, is far more than a match for 
Germany by sea, and is from its in- 
sular position safe from German at- 
tack on land, but realizes that a clash 
such us threatened over Morocco 
would have spelled destruction for its 
ally, France, in whose welfare English 
interests are bound up to an enormous 
extent, 

Though a settlement is unquestion- 
ably a certainty so far as the present 
complication is concerned, officialdom 
here is far from sanguine concerning 
the future.

Heard Death Sentence With. 
out Tremor 

Kiev, Russia.—-Dimitry Bogroff, the 
{assassin of Premier Stolypin, was 
| tried by court martial and sentenced 
to death by hanging. Bogroff shot M. 
| Stolypin during a gala performance at 
the opera, and tho premier suecumbed 
}to the wound. Emperor Nicholas, the 
heir apparent, and the Grand Duch- 
esses Olga, Tatina Marie and Anas- 
tasia, who occupied the imperial box, 
| witnessed the shooting. Bogroff is 
about 24 years old and a graduate of 
Kiev university. He was a member 
lof the secret police and also a revolu- 
tionist and is said to have been as- 
} signed to the murderous task by the 
revolutionary orgenization. The court 
| martial was attended by twenty offi- 
cials, six of them having witnessed 
{the shooting, among them was the 
Minister of Justice, Chtchegolvitoff 
In view of Bogroff's plea of guilty, 
| however, none of them were called to 
stand, and only Col. Kuliabko, chief 
| of the secret police, was examined, It 
was through the instrumentality of 
)Kuliabko that Bogroff) gained admit- 


tance to the thertre to assassinate M.| 


\Stolypin.  Bogroff declined counsel 
| Everyone was amazed at his calmness 
and firmness of his voice as he relat- 
}ed the history of his life. He also de- 
| scribed how he had deceived the po- 
lice in getting the opportunity to as- 
sassinate the premier, but did not be- 
tray anyone. He heard the sentence 
of death pronounced without even a 
| tremor.

‘Eat this roll and go speak 
unto the house of Israel.” “Speak 
with My words unto them.” Ali My 
words receive in thine heart and go 
and tell them, thus saith the Lord 
God (i, 7; iii, 1, 4, 10, 11). The mes- 
senger of the Lord according to this 
lesson and Jer. xv, 16; Rev, x, 811. 
Like this prophet and John in Pat- 
mos, we will tind the word sweet to 
our taste, but afterwards bitter (iii, 3, 
14), for there will be an opposition to 
it on the part of many which will en- 
able us to sympathize with Jeremiah 
in his experience of chapter xx, 8-10. 
May there also be in us such a burning 
that we cannot but speak the words ot 
truth, however much we may be 
tempted not to do so (Acts iv, 20). 

The prophet's seven days’ astonish- 
ment (verse 15) reminds us of Job's 
friends who sat with him seven days 
and nights without speaking a word 
(Job ii, 13) and of the words of Ps. 
xxix, 9, “Il was dumb ] opened not 
my mouth because Thou didst it.” 
Concerning verses 18 to 21 of our Jes- 
son compare chapters xxxiii, 7-14, and 
note Prov. xxiv, 11, 12, and see our re- 
sponsibility to give to others the glad 
tidings which are for all people. We 
are put in trust with the gospel and 
are debtors to all who have never 
heard, and we will be greatly ashamed 
iu that day if we have been unfaith- 
ful to our trust (I Thess. ii, 4; Rom. 
i, 14-16; I John ii, 28). It was one 
who belonged to the wicked one who 
said, “Am I my brother's keeper?” (I 
John iii, 12), and we must be careful 
lest while professedly Christians we 
act as if we cared not if others per- 
ish. Concerning the words “iniquity” 
and “righteousness” in the lesson par- 
agraph we are considering, we must 
remember that ‘all our righteous- 
nesses are as filthy rags’’ (Isa. lxiv, 
6), and apart from the righteousness 
of God in Christ, which becomes ours 
when we receive Him, there is none 
that will stand (II Cor. y, 21; I Cor. 
i, 30; Rom. x, 3, 4). 

From lesson verses 22, 23, we learn 
that we must be where God wants us 
in order to hear His voice. ‘Arise, go 
forth into the plain, and I will there 
talk with thee.” “Arise and go down 
to the potter’s house, and there I will 
cause thee to hear my words” (Jer. 
xviii, 2), Obedience is everything, 
whether the word is “Go forth’ or 
“Go shut thyself within thine house” 
(verse 24), whether Be says “Be 
}dumb” or “Open thy mouth” (verses 
26, 27).
